To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 
Barmouth  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  19&4>  upon  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district. 

You  will  recall  that  I joined  this  Authority  on  the 
1st.  May,  1964,  as  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  for  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year  the  Council  were  without  the  services  of 
a Public  Health  Inspector.  During  this  period,  matters  of  urgency  were 
dealt  with  by  Mir.  N,  Taylor,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  To\yn. 

On  the  Public  Hea.lt h side,  it  proved  to  be  routine 
year,  with  nothing  of  a serious  nature  occuring,  but  neverthe  less,  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  Council  and  fellow  Officers  for  their  interest 
a.nd  support  throughout  the  year.

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WiJER  supply 


Wo  additional  attention  was  given  to  the  water  supply 
undertakings  during  the  year,  and  we  were  able  to  maintain  a 
satisfactory  supply  throughout  the  year. 

Periodic  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  these  showed  the  supply  to  be  ’’highly  satisfactory”. 

2.  DRAINAGE  & Sff'ER^GE 

Normal  routine  maintenance  was  carried  out  on  the  sewers  in 
town,  and  during  the  period  under  review  there  was  nothing  unusual 
to  report.  The  complaints  of  sew:  "3  contamination  on  the  beach  were 
reported  to  me  by  visitors,  and  whilst  action  was  taken  to  remove 
this,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  speedy  renewal  of  the  outfall  pipe 
will  obviate  this  nuisance  completely.

There  were  no  cases  of  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams. 

4.  CLOSET  .uCC  0HMCD4T 10 W 

There  were  no  known  cases  of  change  over  from  the  dry 
conservancy  system  to  the  water  c.  rriage  system. 

5 - PUBLIC  C IE. USING 

Refuse  was  collected  by  means  of  a Harrier  Side-Loader  Vehicle 
from  all  parts  of  the  town  except  the  Gloddfa  and  this  was  done  my 
means  of  manually  filling  sacks  and  loading  on  the  Land  Rover.  The 
refuse  tip  was  at  Bontddu  which  is  some  five  miles  outside  of  town. 

In  May,  the  tip  was  in  a terrible  condition  e.nd  was  the  source  of 
many  complaints.  For  the  remainder  of  the  year,  as  fear  as  was  possible 
tipping  was  carried  out  under  the  control  tipping  system,  and  sand 
from  the  promenade  and  marl  from  Talyllyn  was  used  as  covering  material 
The  volume  of  refuse  during  the  year  was  great  and  a large  expense 
was  incurred  for  covering  matterial  to  keep  the  tip  in  a reasonable 
condition.  During  the  summer,  a fire  occured  at  the  tip  which  burnt 
for  three  days  and  during  the  intermittent  period  it  was  necessary 
to  tip  refuse  on  land  adjoining  the  south  end  of  the  promenade. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  volume  of  litter  in  the  district 
throughout  the  summer  period  and  one  should’ anticipate  that  this 
is  still  becoming  an  ever  increasing  problem  as  the  years  go  by.
